S.O. 76fl(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred hy section 36 ot the Inter¬ 
national Airports Authority Act, 1971 (43 of 1971), the Central Government 
hereby makes the foUowinfi rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rule.s may he called the Inter¬ 
national Airports Authority Rules. 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force 017 the date of their pub)ic;iti(in in the official 

gazette. 

2. Fees and allowances payable to the members rendering part-time service.— 
Every member, other than the Chairman, a whole-time Member and a whole¬ 
time servant of the Central Government, being a part-time member shall hr 
paid feel and allowances as under;— 

(a) Sitting Fee.—A sitting fee of Rs, lOO per day for the day or days of 

actual meetings of the Authority or the meetings of its Committees, 
if any: 

(b) Halting allowance—When meetings are held outside his residential 

town, a halting allowance of Rs. 59 per day for each day or days 
of the actual meetings of the Authority or the meetings of its Com¬ 
mittees, if any; 
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(c) Travelling allowance .—Free travel by air or by rail in lirst class or 
A.C.C, wherever available irom the place of residence and back and 
in the case of journeys by road, actual expenses limited to first class 
rail fare for the distance travelled. 

3. Travelline' and daily allowances of members who are servants of Central 
Government.—-Every member who is a whole-time servant of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment shall be entitled to initially receive travelling allowances and daily 
allowances from the same source fi'om which such ollicer draws his salary at 
the rates adniissible to him according to the rules of the Central Government. 

Provided tliut the Authority shall make necessary arrangements for the re¬ 
imbursement to the Centra] Government of the amount so paid to the member. 

4. Period of nolce for termination or resignation.—-(a) A member may resign 
his office by giving notice in writing of not less than thirty days to the Central 
Government, 

(b ) The Central Government may terminate the appointment of any part- 
time member who is ttot a servant of the Government after giving notice of not 
le3.s thaii thirty days. 

5. Appointment oif officers and employees.—(1) The Authority may appoint 
such officers and other employees as it deem fit on contract for a specific period 
or by direct recruitment or by promotion or officers employed by the Authority 
or by deputation of officers serving under the Central Government or any State 
Government; 

Provided that no person who has attained the age of 58 years shall be appoint¬ 
ed to any post carrying a basic pay of R.s. 2,500 per month and above except 
with the previous approval of the Central Government. 

(2) Officers appointed to any po.sts by promotion by the Authority shall be 
entitled to the same scales of pay as those prescribed for. such posts and shall 
continue to be governed by the conditions of service laid down from time to 
time in the regulations of the Authority. 

(3) Officers recruited directly to any posts by the Authority shall also b® 
governed by the same scales of pay and other conditions of service as tnose 
applicable to the officers promoted to such posts by the Authority, 

0. Investment of funds.^—The Authority may invest its funds (including 
reserve fund) in the securities of the Central Government or in such manner 
as the Central Government may direct from time to time,
